teresting to note how our forefathers, 
tried for many genbrations to get

tfon that King Alfred, about the year 
900 A.D.. forfeited goods of money- 
lenders, for usury. Edward the Con- 
fessor banished them from, England. 
Henry Il claimed usurers? property at 
death. Richard: and John punished 
them, Edward Ill made it a capital 
crime, Henry Vill allowed money to 
be ‘loaned, and Elizabeth allowed a 
modified interest to be charged. For 
generations there was an effort to get 
away from the charge which to-day 
ig piling up debts the world over. Ef: 
forts have been made from time to 
time to issue credit’ without this 
charge being. attached to it. ‘lam g0- 
ing to. direct attention to two cases, 
one of which was referred to last year 
in a speech delivered by the member 
for Calgary East, (Mr Irvine) which 
will be found on page 2905 of Han- 
sard, “Market House notes” were is- 
sued on the authority of Governor de 
L'Isle Brock of Guernsey, on, the cre- 
dit of the community, and. no interest 
was charged, In the other case, in 
1862, the American people. had gone 
through a very expensive war and 
they needed a great deal of money to 
pay their soldiers and sailors, and to 
purchase foodstuffs. It was decided, 
therefore to issue what were known as 
greenbacks, and pracitcally $450,000,- 
000 were issued, In case hon. mem- 
bers of the House are not fully aware 
of the nature of the greenback, I wish 
to recite what one is. I quote from a 
former United States 

“What is a greenback? Did you ever 
think what it was? Why it is simply 
the credit of this great American 
people put in the form of money to 
circulate. among the very people 
whose credit makeg it good. When I 
was secretary of the treasury. the 
question arose, how should these. vast 
armies and riavieg be supplied, how 
should the boys be fed in the field, the 
sailors in the ships, and provision 
made fot their support and clothing. 
food and -transporation? I found the 
banks of the-country had suspended 
specie payment. What was I to do? 
The banks wanted me to borrow their 
credit. They did not pay me gold or 
Propose to pay any themselves, but 
they wanted me to borrow their notes 
I said, “No, gentlemen. this great A- 
merican people is worth all of you 
put together. I will take the credit of 
this people and put it in the form of 
little bits of paper ‘and we will circu- 
late. that paper’ This is the true 
idea of the greenback. It is the credit 
and property of the American peoplé.” 

I do not wish the, House td. think 
for a minute that I am advocating 
the use of paper without taking care 
of price regulation. We have always 
to guard against the unaatural inlfa- 
tion. but it is worthy of note that the 
great American people after going

.especially the agricultural and reli- 
gious press, ag will oppose the green- 
back issue of paper money; and that 
you also withhold patronage from all 
applicants who are not willing to op- 
pose the government issue of money, 
Let government issue the ‘coin and 
the banks issue the paper money of 
the country, then we can better pro- 
tect each other. To, repéal the Act 
creating ban notes, or to restore to 
circulation the government issue 6f 
money, will be to provide the people 
with money. -and will therefore, seri- 
ously ‘affect. our individual profits as 
bankers and lenders. See your Con- 
gressman at. once and engage him to 
support our interests that we may 
control legislation.” 

“Phat, I. must admit is rather an 
interesting letter to obtain, and I 
think it is of particular interest at 
this time -because we shall no doubt 
find that those who have the privilege 
of the control of credit in this coun- 
try will, as efforts are made to take 
away this privilege, put forward 
similiar propaganda. , 

~ One hardly realizes the power of 
what is known as interest. 1. is hard 
to believe that one dollar, at ten per 
cent compound interest will amount 
in a hundred years to the huge sum of 
$13,809, 

During last session the hon. Minis- 
ter of Finance Mr. Fielding) came 
down to this House and informed the 
memberg that he had been fortunate 
in floating a loan in New York to’ the 
amount of .$100.000,000, at five per 
cent, for thirty’ years. and most of the 
members applauded that state- 
ment. They applauded, I suppose, 
because they realized that Canada’s 
name was so, good that they were able 
to, raise that loan in’ another country, 
but’ how many members realized that 
when the people of Canada meet that 
note, when it comes due in thirty 
years) time, that they will have to pay 
backnot only the $100,000.000, but the 
sum of $160,000,000, besides on ac- 
count of interest. , Study for a mo- 
ment what this means in certain parts 
of Canada where high interest rates 
being charged; I refer particu- 
larly to the western provinces. Inter, 
est is high there, and I have not the 
slightest hesitation in saying that 
when you consider the short term for 
which the loans are issued and the 
high rate that igs charged and com- 
pounded, the interest rate will easily 
equal ten per cent. Imagine, threfore 
that for every hundred million dol- 
lars that are borrowed by the farmers 
of western Canada—on their own cre- 
dit. mind you—when they have to pay 
that back in thirty years time, (if the 
renewal loan’ runs that long); they will 
have to pay no less a sum than 
$400,000,000. Thege fiures I think are 
staggering. °

In our own case we did ened their hold, have organized them- 


selves stronger and stronger until to- 
day we find that only a few men’ con- 
trol the destinies of this country 
througyn finance. Going back just as 
far as 1904 I find that we had then 
thirty-four banks with some 1,100 
branches. and in 192) these banks had 


been reduced’ to eighteen with nearly: 


5,000 branches, and now as you all 
well know the number 6f banks is 
down to seventeen. One weakness 
with our present system appears to be 
that banks are'trying to carry on the 
business of this country on too little 
paid-up capital. In 1904, I noticed 
that the relation of paid-up capital to 
assets equalled 11 per cent, but six- 
teen years afterwards it was only four 
per cent, It appears to me that the 
banks are trying to handle the coun- 
try’s business on too small a capital. 
Credit when all is said and done is a 
community thing, but under the con- 
trol we have at the present time the 
credit of the country ig entirely at the 
mercy of seventeen instiutitions. I 
would Hke to quote form a statement 
made by a banker of twenty years’ 
standing. The figures are rather stag- 
gering. A‘ layman, when he first comes 
across this can hatdly believe it is 
true. He says: 
“Banks are quasi-public institutions. 


The public must use them as_ they 
constitute. a monopoly. These joint’ 
stock companies: have invested of 


their own money $129.000,000 and have 
accumulated from profits $135,000,000

,tee the work and interest of the press

Grading was given much considera- 
jtion. It was recognized that the sup- 
port of the editors was greatly need- 
ed. That support could not be ex- 
pected unless editors were supplied 
with information to serve as a basis 
for establishing an intelligent opinioa 
and by means of. which they could 
view ¢riticisms and the many sugges- 
tions made, having a full knowledge 
ot all the conditions affecting "the 
_work of grading hogs and the Saying 
‘and’ ‘selling of hogs at graded prices. 

The support given by the press to 
ithe principles of hog grading 
warmly appreciatel. _ This committee 
realizes that continued strong support 
of the men who control the policy 
of the Agricultural Press is cery nec- 
essary to a continuation of the work

THE CHILD 


(By Mrs, S. Cornett) 

Ata recent meeting: of the Carbon 
Wonten’s Institute’ a paper, entitled, 
‘| “The Care of the Child of School Age” 
was read and The Star has been asked 
to publish this splendid afticle which 
is as follows: 

The watchword of the day ex- 
emplificd by almost every prominent 
movement, is the care of the. child. 
No longer are we content to let some 
thing serious happen before we begin 
to get busy. 

The surest way to obtain the max- 
imum, return on taxes invested is the 
upkeep of a well organized school 
system, and care in the home, to keep 
the pupil.in top notch condition physi- 
cally. Thus he can devote all his at- 
tention to his studies and not be. con- 
stantly haragsed by some ache or pain. 

Some of the recognized. troubles 
children have are such as eyestrain, 
earache, adenoids, decayed teeth, en- 
larged tonsils and) fallen arches. Un- 
less any of the troubles mentioned 
are, very. pronounced the pgrents are 
not. aware of them, and blame the 
child and sometimes’ the teacher be- 
cause the child is backward in school. 
Many parents think that so long as 
the child doesn’t definitely complain of 
feeling sick, he is perfectly well. 

They do not know that there are 
disorders, (of which 
adenoios** are the chief offenders,) 
which do not give any definite evi- 
dence of their cXistence an yet so ham} 
per their tiny victim that he is not 
able to keep up with his class in 
school.
